prisms or by covering the 
stronger eye a large part of 
each day.

There is at first only a gray stone wall, the 
face of the chapel, at the end of the winding 
road atop Standing Stone mountain. 


Then, above the chapel's open door, a 


stout oak beam bears the inscription: "I will 
lift up mine eyes unto the hills. . ." 


Inside, beyond the beamed roof and the 


rows of wooden pews, beyond the massive 
stone pillars with their inscribed quotations 
from the Bible, is a simple wooden pulpit and 
a large wooden cross. 


And beyond the c r o s s , unhindered by 


walls, is a panorama of incredible beauty— 
range after range of the Blue Ridge moun- 
tains in a 50-mile vista stretching as far as 
the eye can see. 


It is formally known as Symmes Chapel. 


Folks around here simply call it "Pretty 
Place." 


The rustic little wayside chapel was built 


in 1928 by mountain people. It is maintained 
by the Greenville YMCA through an endow- 
ment by the Fred W. Symmes family. 


Thousands of visitors of all faiths come to 


Pretty Place each year. They find it beautiful 
the year round—in the splendor of fall and 


winter, in the freshness of a mountain spring 
and summer.

a "dedicated demogogue" and 
a "fence straddler oft the race 
issue" who was trying to build 
"an invincible political machine 
to perpetuate his personal pow- 
er." 


Ward attacked Faubus for 


using National Guard troops to 
block desegregation of Little 
Rock Central High School. He 
had himself disngreed with the 
U. S. Supreme Court's desegre- 
gation decision but he said thnl 
was a vast difference between 
"('^agreement ;--nd defiance." 


He rebuked Faubus for re- 


fusing to declare himself an in- 
tegrat'on'st or a segregationist 
and sa'd: 


"Whether you refer to my 


personal attitude as prejudice, 
bias, narrowmindedness or stub- 
bornness, the fact remains that 
T "refer segregation." 


Now he proposes, if elected 


to Congress, to hire a Negro on 
his personal staff. He said such 
representation for the Negro 
"ace was long overdue. 


It was a move that was sure 


to get him talked about. Get- 
ting himself talked about is a 
political trademark with Ward. 


Shortly after his uischarge 


from the -Navy in 1946, while 
he was still a struggling young 
attorney at Benton, he sued the 
federal government for $6,500, 
the difference, he said, between 
what the Navy paid him and 
what he was worth. 


The suit was not successful, 


but it made headlines. 


He then undertook a study of 


communism and made a series 
of speaches about the Red men- 
ace. More headlines. 


Ward had moved, In 
the 


meantime, to Paragould. He 
ran unsuccessfully for city at- 
torney there in 1948, the year 
after he arrived, and again in 
1951. 


He was elected chancellor in 


his first major race in 1954. Two 
years later he ran his first 
statewide race, polling 86,996 
votes in a contest for chief 
justice of the Arkansas Su- 
preme Court and finishing just 
12,449 votes behind the winner, 
Carleton Harris. 


The stage was thus set for 


1958.' Faubus scared off several 
potential candidates. Only Ward 
and the late Chris Finkbeiner, 
a Little Rock 
businessman, 


dared oppose him. 


Ward went down fighting, al- 


though many of his supporters 
must have realized early in the 
campaign that he could not win. 
Faubus 
was 
drawing 
the 


crowds, Faubus was getting the 
support from key individuals 
and organizations. 


That's when Ward's backers 


began talking about the silent 
vote. It game them heart in the 
closing days of a vicious cam- 
paign. 


And Ward must have realized 


two years later that residual 
animosity from Faubus sup- 
porters would defeat his bid for 
re-election to the judgeship. 


He said in one of his cam- 


paign statements, "If and when 
the voters decide to replace me 
(as chancellor), I shall return 
to the private practice of law." 


He did, but at Jonesboro, not 


at Paragould. Jonesboro became 
the fourth home town he has 
known as an adult, if a brief 
residency at Little Rock, while 
he was attending law school, Is 
counted. 


Ward is still in his "home" 


area. He was born near Green- 
way in Clay County Dec. 13, 
1906. 


Twelve years later he became 


the first resident of his com- 
munity and the first member of 
his family to be graduated from 
high school. He attended Pig- 
gott High School on encourage- 
ment from the principal, who 
had seen a poem written by 
young Ward and published in 
the Piggott Banner. 


Ward then worked his way 


through college in St. Louis, oc- 
cupying his leisure tune with

The 
court decided this was indeed "wil- 
ful and malicious" conduct — and 
not even bankruptcy could save 
him from responsibility for it. 


Most often, such questions arise 


out of auto accidents. But any kind 
of wilful and malicious act may put 
the offender beyond the relief of 
bankruptcy. Consider these cases: 


A cantankerous home owner, to 


scare away some boys, fired at them 
with an air gun, 
injuring one in the 


eye; 


A disgruntled boy friend spread 


slanderous stories about a girl's 
reputation; 


The owner of a dog known to be 


vicious let it run loose on the 
streets, where it attacked a passing 
pedestrian. 


In each case, after a judgment 


for damages, the offender went into 
bankruptcy in hopes of "getting out 
from under." But in each case, even 
after bankruptcy, he was held still 
liable for the wilful and malicious 
harm he had done. 


A keynote of the Bankruptcy Act 


is sympathy for the hapless debtor. 
But, 
in the wilful-and-rnalicious 


cases, the law's sympathy is damp- 
ened by behavior that is not just 
foolish but wrongful. 


Besides, the law owes considera- 


tion not only to the debtor but also 
to the person who has been run 
down, shot, slandered, or bitten.
